His Claims—He Discreditse All Other Rumora— 
The Coatest Over the Fedoral 4 udgeship 
in Georgia—Shad@ for the Seveuth. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—In reply to ques- 
tions touching his relations to the coming 
canvass for governor of Georgia, Mr. Stephens 
has consented to the publication of the 
following letter, mailed to-night: 
National hotel, Washington, D. 
C., 22d May, 1882.—Mr. Charles E. 
Smith, Washington, Ga.—Dear Mr. Smith: 
Your letter of the 19th inst. is before me. I 
reply to your inquiry about my position in 
relation to the governorship of Georgia. I 
can only say briefly that the reported inter- 
views with me on this subject as published 
in THe ATLANTA CONSTITUTION are substanti- 
ally correct. Iu reply to letters from all parts 
of the state, and from men attached to all 
political parties, urging me to forego my inten- 
tion to retire from public life at the close of 
my present congressional term, and consent 
to accept the office of governor, I have stated 
thatif my health continues as good as it has 
been during the past winter, and if 
unmistakable evidences should be — fur- 
nished me that it is the _ will of 
the people of Georgia that I should serve them 
I know of no reason that would justify me in 
refusing so to do. Thus the matter rests at 
present, so far as I am concerned. When 
asked the question whether { would allow my 
name to be used in connection with this 
office, at the next - election, against 
the nomination of another per- 
son by the democratic state convention, to 
assemble on the 19th of July next, my uni- 
form answer has been: ‘tI would not,’’ This 
action of the democratic party would with 
me, be the controlling evidence that it is not 
the will of a majority of the 
people of Georgia that I should serve them 
as governor. To this conclusion I 
should come, notwithstanding the numerous 
letters I have received from men of the great- 
est eminence in the stave, and the many peti- 
tions embracing hundreds of people in differ- 
ent counties to which I have referred, and the 
recommendation of my name to be voted for 
as governor by the people of Georgia, by the 
highly respectable body of men who recently 
assembled at Atlanta, and whose good 
opinions and confidence I appreciate in no 
small degree, I deem it proper in this con- 
nection to add that, while my political affilia- 
tion is entirely with the democracy on princi- 
ples and measures; andif in eitherit has 
erred, stitch errors should be corrected within 
rather than without its ranks, yet if I were 
nominated by the demecracy and elected gov- 
ernor of Georgia by the people, I should not 
be a partisan governor, but should look to the 
best interests and welfare of the state by pro- 
tecting the rights of all classes of society 
which should be the chief object of all gov- 
ernment. The principles perpetuated in the 
motto of the grand old state, ‘‘Wisdom, justice 
and moderatiou,’’ would be the guide of my 
administration. Since writing the above 
I have seen a telegram dated the 15th inst. 
irom Atlanta, Ga., tothe Chicago Tribune, 
published in the Augusta Chronicle and Con- 
stitutionalist of the 20th inst., stating that I 
had telegraphed to the Atlaata convention of 
independents that I would accept their nomi- 
nation for governor. it is ut- 
terly untrue that I ever sent 
any such a telegram or authbrized it being 

sent by anybody. Yours, 
ALExXaNnper H. STEPHENS.

A DAY WITHOUT BUSINESS. 


The Conteated Electiens Case in the House—Claime 
in the Senate. 


Wasuincton, May 22.—In the senate Mr. 
Brown presented the resolutions of the Geor- 
gia legisiature asking for appropriations in aid 
of education ig the states. Mr. Garland re- 
ported favorably, as amended from the judi- 
ciary committee, the senate bill to attach the 


county of Dade, Florida, to the southern dis- | 


trict of that state. Mr. Miller, of California, 
introduced a joint resolution to authorize 
the president to declare martial law in the 
territory of Alaska. Referred to the judieiary 
committee. The calendar was proceeded 
with, andthe senate bill to secure the safe 
keeping of money paid into court was passed. 
It directs the deposits of all moneys paid into 
acourt of the United States ina pending 
cause with the treasurer, an assistant treasurer 
or a designated depository of the United States, 
and where there is none such, with a bank ie 
be designated by the court. Provision ix 
made for bond and sureties for the safe keep- 
ing of money, and for judgment with daiisves 
on failure to make payment. The senate tii 
to provide for the payment of the claim ot 
Joseph R. Shannon, fora steamboat, impresse/!

The ecommittee’s report asserting the loyalty 
of the claimant and the liability of the govern. 
ment. The Geneva award bill came up as 
unfinished business, the question being on 
the house bill, and Mr. Hoar explained its 
provisions. He briefly stated that the bill 
makes provision for the claims of exculpated 
cruisers, class and war premium men to the 
exclusion of the insurance companies. After 
an executive session the senate adjourned. 
THE CONTESTED ELACTION CASES, 
Wasnuinecton, May 22.—Soon after the house 
met this morning an attempt was made to 
take up the Mackey-Dibble election cases. 
Filibustering on the part of the democrats 
was at once resorted to. Mr. Calkins had 
called up the contest as a en age question. 
Mr. Randall antagonized it with the call of 
states and subsequently with Manday’s special 
order for business. The several 
notes taken showed no quorum, while 
a call of the house showed 223 members pres- 
ent. The doors were then closed and the ser- 
geant-at arms was directed to take the absent 
members into custody. Mr. Van Voorhies, of 
New York, was the only member captured, 
and he was excused. Several votes resulting 
in no quorum, and calls of states showing the 
presence of more than @ quorum, were ad 
and the remainder of the time was consumed 
in disputes among the members. Finally the 
house at 4:40 adjourned, having accomplished 


nothing. . 


AMERICANS IN IRELAND. 


The Brevet Prisoners and the Government—The Cor- 
respondence With Great Britain. 
WasHrIncTton, May 22.—The president this 
afternoou sent tothe house of representa- 
tives a report from the secretary of state, and 
its accompanying documents, in reference to 
the house resolution concerning the impris- 
onment of American citizens in 
Ireland. On the 19th of April 
Mr. Lowell cabled that he had 
received names of four persons still in prison, 
who were understood to be Americans. 
These were O' Mahoney, McSweeney, Mclnery 
and Slattery. ‘The minister stated that two 
others named Brophy and Gannon, of whom 
he had not before heard, bad asked him to 
intervene, On the 20th of Aprila further ca- 
ble was received from Mr. Lowell on 
the same subject, and on the 2ist of the same 
month, he cabled that the Irish secretary 
would release five prisoners excluding Gan- 
non for the present, about whose citizenship 
there was some doubt, on condition that they 
would return to the United States, and that 
he had = answered hat he was in- 
structed not to conseut to any condition. 

In his previous instructions Mr. Lowell had 
been authorized by the secretary of state, if 
requisite, to draw on the department of state 
for $200 per man for all such American citi- 
zens as might be released, and might need 
means of reaching home. Inthe same tele- 
gram of the 2ist of April, Mr. Lowell said-that 
he would cause the suspects to be informed 
that each should receive forty pounds on his 
release and his promise toreturn. On the 
22d of April the secretary of state cabled Mr. 
Lowell that he was right in his disclaimer of 
authority to consent to the conditions im- 
posed upon the release of prisoners. 
He was also told that authority 
to draw money had been given him 
in the case of need in order that persons re- 
leased might have the means to reach their 
homes, that the government could properly 
do this, but that it could not authorize money 
to be offered to induce persons to leave, but 
nevertheless any expenses he had already in- 
curred would be recognized. On 
the 28th of ‘April Mr. Lowel! reported 
by cable that the money offered 
had been withdrawn in all cases; that 
O'Mahony was undecided, and that the other 
feur persops would not accept the release 
offered on the condition of a return to the 
United States. The secretary of state en- 
closes a copy of an_ instruction § from 
Lord Granville to Minister West, which 
was handed to the secretary by Mr. West un- 
der instructions, and alsoa copy of an instruc- 
tion from this department to Mr. Lowell, 
dated April 25, 1882. Three dispatches from 
Lowell, dated May 3d, 4th and 6th respective- 
ly, are also appended as conveying informa- 
tion in certain pending matters up to the 
latest advices. 

THE KIND OF CITIZENS THEY ARE. 

In the Jetter of instruction trom Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen to Mr. Lowell, in regard to the 
cases of the imprisoned American citizens, 
Mr. Frelinghuysen gives .a history of the 
cases of O'Mahoney und McSweeny. The 
former was naturalized in New Gricans on the 
strength of an enlistment in the United 
States army, after he had spent fifteen years 
in lreland subsequent to that enlistment, and 
had in the meantime become an office holder 
in Ireland. He had put his naturalization 
paper in his pocket and returned 
io his Irish domicil with every apparent pur- 
pose of remaining there. ‘The case of Mc- 
Sweeny was almost exactly similar, Mcsweeny 
having been naturalized in San Francisco and 
returned to Ireland where he became a citizen 
and officeholder. In these cases, assuming 
that the naturalization was within the letter 
of the law, the president is of the opinion 
that it was only just witkin the letter, and 
that is was wholly outside of the spirit and 
intent of the naturalization laws. 


FIERY OLD CERRO GORDO. 


Blackbura and Williams, the Kentacky Oongressman 
and Senator, Q@uerreling Abeuta Letier. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—There is alleged 
‘“bleod on the moon.’’ Dramatic persone, 
Senator Williams and Congressman Black- 
burn, of Kentucky; cause, Frankfort public 
building bill recently. passed by congress. The 
Kentucky newspaper called the Yeoman lay- 
ished praises on Blackburn for his effective 
service in securing the passage of the bill in 
question. Im censequence thereof Cerro 
Gordo Williams wrote a letter to one Leonard 
Heard, the rival of Blackburn as candidate 
for congress In that letter Cerro Gordo inti- 
mated that the Yeoman was unduly lavish 
of its praises, and that Biackburn was taking 
unto himself too much credit in securing 
the passage of the Fraukfort 
bill aforesaid. The letter was 
displayed miscellaneously, and met the eye 
of a gossipper, who informed Blackburn of 
what Cerro Gordo had written. Blackburn 
thereupon addressed a note to Cerro Gordo, 
asking the latuer whether he had written the 
letter. Cerro Gordo replied, intimating that 
whether he had written such a letter was 
none of Blackburn’s —— business, or words 
to thateffect. Cerro Gordo took Blackburn’s 
letter to Senator Hampton as friend and coun- 
sellor. Mr. Blackburn took Cerro Gordo’s 
letter to Congressman” Carlisle as’ adviser. 


} Blackburn subsequently wrote anoiher letter 


to Cerro Gordo, in which he averred that if 
<. G. did write the Leonard Heard letter he 


1 stated what was untrue. 


In the meantime Hampton and Carlisle,the 
respective seconds of the belligerents, have 
had a consultation this evening, and they 
have succeeded in arranging that the letters 
written by the respective injured parties shall 
be withdrawn, leaving.

A NEW ISSUEIN TRIAL. 


' A Tennoma can on Trial Befere a Federal District 


Oourt fer Murder. 

Kwoxvitir, Tenn., May 22.—Judge Mat 
thews, of the Vuited Siates supreme court, 
to-day convened the Uasted States circuit 
eourt for the eastern district of lennessee, 
in special session to try the case uf the siale 
of Tennessee vs. George L. Larkins, for mur- 
der about a yearago. Larkins was a deputy 
United States marshal, and killed his cousin. 
The case atiracts much attention, as it is a test 
case, because it is the only one of the kind 
ever tried in a United States court. Judges 
Baster and Key sit with Judge Matthews. A 
jury was completed this afternoon, and the 
court adjourned until 9 to-morrow. 

THE STAR ROUTES IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PurLapetpuia, May 22.—The May term of 
the United States district court for jury trials, 
which was delayed fora week on account of 
the absence of Judge Butler, began to-day. 
Among the bills presented to the grand jury 
for action were the new indictments in the 
eases of the star route defendants ar- 
rested in this city. These’ indict- 
ments are similar to those which 
were preferred in similar cases in Washington. 
One of them is against Joseph Blackman, - 
Henry Arbuckle, illiam Rich and Joseph 
R. Black. Another ts against ‘eg Funk, 
Henry Arbuckle, William R. Cash, and 
Joseph R. Black, and the third is against 
Benjamin B. Wiley, Christian Price and 
Legrand Ensign. Blackman, Funk and 
Wiley, were contractors. The two former in- 
dictments make one hundred and fifty pages 
of legal cap, and the other eighty pages. 


GUITEAU 


PLACED IN DEADLY PERIL BY THE 
COURTIN BANC. 


Judge Cartter Pronounces the Opinion Holding the 
Trial and Canviction of Guiteau to Have Been 
Within the Purview of the Law-—The 
Reasons Given for ths Decision. 


WasuHtnoton, May 22.—The announcement 
that the decision of the court in banc upon 
the exceptions in the Guiteau case would be 
read this morning, attracted an unusual 
gathering at the circuit court room. At 10:15 
the judges filed into the court and took their 
places upon the bench. Soon after the formal 
opening of the court, Justice James said: ip | 
am instructed by the court to announce the 
decision in the case of the United States 
against Charles J. Guiteau, upon the excep- 
tion to the judgment of the criminal court, 
He then read from manuscript the decision Ol 


the court. 
The opinion of the court broadly ~ sustains 
the position taken by the district attorney 


that the jurisdiction is complete where the 
fatal blow was struck ‘without regard to the 
locality of actual demise. The court holds 
that the bullet fired at the president by Gui- 
teau on the 2d of July, at the railroad station 
in this city was the cause of his death, and 
that the trial could only have been held in 
Washington, and that the death of the presi- 
dentin New Jersey, except as affected by a 
local statute, could not change the jurisdic- 
tion. The assassin had not been in New Jersey, 
had committed no offense against New Jersey 
laws, and the mere fact of the victim being re- 
moved to Elberon to prolong his life ursave it if 
possible, could not be made to affect the char- 
acter of the crime. The court beld, in addi- 
tion, that there are several grounds on which 
the jurisdiction, as exercised, might be main- 
tained if they were necessary to decide the 
case. First—That this is an United States 
circuit court with all the powers of any circut 
court of the United States. Second—That 
this is a judicial district, and that under the 
provisions of the law when acrime is begun 
in one and completed in another district the 
offense is complete in either. Third —That 
the murder being an offense in this district 
against the United States, the final removal 
of the president to New Jersey did not take 
him beyond the jurisdiction of the govern- 
ment against which the offense was commit- 
ted. 

Atits conclusion Judge James said, that 
although the court was unanimous in the 
views set forth, there were some questions 
which it was desirable to discuss more fully 
than could well be donein the-opinion he 
had just read, and Justice Hagner had con- 
sented to discuss these questions in a sepa- 
rate opinion. Justice Hagner then read his 
opinion, and Chief-Justice Cartter made the 
following announcement. ‘She opinions 
which have here been uttered are the unani- 
mous opinions of the court, that a new trial 
is denied and the judgment below affirmed in 
this case.’’ The courtthen adjourned. 

The counsel for Guiteau says he has a plan 
which he willput in execution if the decision 
on the motian for a new trial is adverse to his 
client, to save the country the everlasting dis- 
zrace of hanging an insane man. Itis thought 
Reed will apply for a commission de lunatico. 

THE END FORESHADOWED 
Washington Post. 

Guiteau, the assassin, will be hung on Fri- 
day, June 30, just two days less than a vear 
from the time he fired the wanton sh at the 
executive of the nation. The four judges of 
the supreme court of this district have, after 
frequent consultations and close individual 
examinations of the questiens raised by the 
defense, arrived unanimously at the conclu- 
| sion that there is no ground on which a new 
‘trial for the murderer could be legally asked 
orallowed. The prisoner will be taken at 
once to asolitary cell in the jail where 
he is now confined and placed under 
a continual guard, better known asthe death 
watch. Every action will beobserved up to 
the fatal moment, and not a word will be 
permitted to be spoken to him, except by his 
spiritual advisers or by persons specially au- 
thorised by the warden, General Crocker, 
who hasentire charge of and responsibility 
for the assassin, from this time on until his 
dead body is ready to be consigned tothe 
doctors for a post mortem examination. Dis- 
trict-Attorney Corkhill has determined upon 
an examination ofthe brain of the assassin 
by a board of the most eminent medical ex- 
perts in the United States, to putat rest. as 
he believes, by such an examination forever 
the question of hissanity. After the autopsy 
the body will be delivered to the relatives 
of the doomed man ifany.of them call tor 
it. Considerable. anxiety has been ex- 
pressed as to the action of the supreme court 
of the United States, it being announced that 
an application would be made to that body 
by delunianta counsel for a writ of habeas 
corpus. There are now only two justices of 
that court in the city—the court having ad- 
journed for the term—Chief Justice Waite 
and Justice Miller. The best legal authorities 
express doubts whether such a writ could be 
granted by the full court in session, and it is 
not believed that any single judge will take 
the responsibility of passing upon so impor- 
tant a question when it is recalled that the 
court was in session for three months after 
the sentence of death was passed. It may. 
therefore, reasonably be concluded that Gui- 
teau will hang as sentenced, and that there is 
no earthly hope for him. 

WARNED OF THE WRATH TO COME. 

Wasuineton, May 19.—Guiteau addressed 
the following letter to the Star for publica- 


tion: 

‘“T tell the American people and its officials. 
from the executive down to the court in banc, 
who are reviewing my case, that I tell the 
truth, ‘and lie not,’ when I say I am God’s 
man in the matter of President Garfield’s re- 
moval, and that if a hair of my head is 
harmed, the Almighty will make the officials 
that do it pay well for it. If 1 was outside [ 
would lecture, under the auspices of some 
bureau, on religious subjects. One of my 
subjects would be ‘Paul the Apostle and Kin- 
dred Topics.’ If my time has come to leave 
this world I am willing, but 1] want the offi- 
cials that murder me on the gallows to 
understand the issue. . If they murder me 
they will incur the wrath of Almighty 
God, and it will be a long time ~ before 
He lets up on them and _ this 
nation. The devils that crucified the des- 
pised Galliean thought they were doing God’s 
service; but that did not release them from 
liability. They and their nation incurred the 
wrath of the Almighty by that act, and He 
got even with them at the destruction of 
Jerusalem, and he will get even with this na- 
tion and with the officials if I am murdered 
on the gallows. I want an unconditional par- 
don or nothing, and I want the executive to 
so understand it. I have set forth my views 
fully on this in my book, ‘The Truth and the 
Removal. If the honorable jurists represent- 
ing the Washington court in bane decide this 
case according to the law there is only one 
decision they can make, and that is that they 
haveno jurisdiction. If they decide contrary 
to the law the matter will rest with President 
Arthur, and they will have incurred the 
wrath of Almighty God.”

COURTS FOR THE INDIANS. 


The Probable Establishment ofa United States Court 
in the Indian Territory. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Senator Vest. has 
made a favorable report trom the commuttee 
on territories of the bill to establish a United 
States courtin Indian Territory. The juris- 
diction of the proposed court is to extend over 
the entire territory. The bill provides for the 
appointment of a United States judge, attor- 
ney and marshal for the court. In addition 
to the criminal jurisdiction over the territory 
now possessed by the United district court 
for the western district of Arkansas, the new 
court is to have the jurisdiction of all offenses 
committed by a member or members of 
one tribe or nation of Indians in the territory 
against the person or property of a member of 
any other tribe therein, or the persons or 
property of members of any other tribes or 
nations against the persous or property of 
members of other tribes or nations therein. 
The court shall also have civil jurisdiction of 
all the suits wherein a citizen of the United 
States shall be plaintiff or defendant and the 
adverse party a member of any Indian tribe 
or nation in the territory, or wherein 
any number of citizens of the United 
States shall be plaintiffs or defendants 
and the adverse party may be one or 
more members of one or more Indian 
tribes or nations in the territory, or wherein 
one or more members of an Indian tribe or 
nation in the territory shall be plaintiffs or 
defendants, and the adverse party shall be- 
long to some other tribe or nation therein; 
provided that the amount in controversy, ex- 
clusive of costs, shall amount to not less than 
$100 andthe cause of action shall have 
accrued within five years before the passage 
of the act. Upon conviction forany criminal 
offense the same punishment shall be 
inflicted by said court upon the party con- 
victed as itis provided by existing laws of 
the United States for a like offense when 
conviction of the United States or any Indian 
may be had in any court of the United States 
therefor, 


ARTHUR A KNOW NOTHING. 


Revival of the Old Order in Texas at the Instiga- 
tion of President Arthur. 


Dauuas, Tex., May 22.—A full expose ofa 
secret political order is made by the Times to- 
day, called the American knights of honor, 
not legion of honor. Its ofticers are local re- 
publican leaders. It is an anti Catholic so- 
ciety and something after the style of the old 
know nothing party of a quarter of a century 
ago. William Jesse Grant, formerly a Meth- 
odist minister at East St. Louis, Illinois, and 
about a year ago editor of the short-lived re- 
publican daily, the Gazette of Dallas, and 
whois a cousin of General Grant, returned 
from Washington about three months ago, 
where the national parentage of the order is 
located, with authority to organize subordi- 
nate lodges in Texas. The Dallas lodge has 
over one hundred members, and one of 
them -has given the whole thing away, 
even to telling the part the _ society 
took in the last city election against the demo- 
cratic candidates o* the Cathoiic faith, one of 
whom, Robert Ogden, was defeated for alder- 
man fromthe third ward. Every man joining 
is led to believe that the order has charitable 
merits and objects, but is sworn to the most 
rigid secrecy before initiation. A local repub- 
lican leader of state notoriety, Fred Cullen, 
who has been absent several weeks, is said to 
be off on a mission organizing lodges in vari- 
ous parts of the state. It leaks out that Presi- 
dent Arthur isa member of the Washington 
organization, and advised organizing in 
Texas, as it would draw largely in member- 
ship from Protestant democrats, and at least 
keep the members on account of their sworn 
obligations from voting at all if they would 
not vote forthe candidate determined on by 
the order. The exposure is perfectly reli- 
able on all points above cited.

CHURCHILL’SCROOKEDACCOUNTS 


Competent Heokkeeper. 
littLe Rock, ArK., May 22.—The long de- 


mittee on state treasurer, and now governor, 
Churchill’s accounts and those of the present 
state auditor—Crawford, both running 
through three terms of two years each, was 
filed with the secretary of state this after- 
noon. The committee have been at work 
since March, 1881. There findin is 
that ex-Treasurer ~ Churchill’s Ricks 
failede to balance by 4 $139,400, 
from which he is entitled to a credit 
for $24,800 for scrip turned over to Treasurer 
Woodruff, but not credited to Churchill on 
the books.

THE WANT OF MONEY. 


A Oleveland Pacific failure for Want of Money—The 
toa National Bank. 


Beston, May 22.—The Pactic natienal bank, 
which suspended some months ago and re- 
sumed buta few weeks since, stupped pay- 
ment to-day and will wind upits business. 
Its directors have voted to go into liquidation, 
and have applied for a receiver, The sus- 
pension is considered due to a lack of bus- 
iness since its resumption, public confi- 
dence not having been great enough to have 
large dealings with the concern. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 21.—The Cleveland 
bridge and car works company have made an 
assignment to-day to H. F. Sweitzer, of Titus- 
ville, and W. H. McCurdy, of Cleveland, who 
will complete contracts and continue the 
business of the company. The mill employes 
were paid off to-day as far as the contracts de- 
manded, and in a few days they wiil be paid 
to May ist. The assets of the suspended 
bridge company are claimed to exceed the 
liabilities by a quarterof a million dollars, 
The suspension was caused by the inability to 
obtain ready money.

The Jewish Cemetery Desecrated ad

CoLumsia, S. C., May 22.—The residents of 
thiscity are very much excited and highly 
indignant on account of the desecration of 
the Jewish cemetery. The situation is in the 
corporate limits of Columbia. This afternoon 
a merchant, who had been arranging for the 
interment of an infant, went to the Jewish 
burying ground to select a grave. Upon en- 
tering the inclosure, which is surrounded by 
high and strong walls, he was horrified to see 
that the holy place had been desecrated by 
miscreants. Twenty tombs were demolished 
and fragments of Horie marble are strewn 
aboutthe ground. Some of the mauseleums 
contained the bones of old and respectable 
citizens who had helped to build Coiumbia, 
and were sacked and the ornamental work 
broken and defaced. No reason can be given 
for the piece of vandalism, because the spirit 
of Jewish persecution has never shown itself 
here, and the Jews of Columbia are prover- 
bially a quiet, law-abiding and inoffensive 
people. The municipal authorities are taking 
vigorous measures to ferret out the perpetra- 
tors of the vile deed.

THE IRISH AGITATION. 


THE UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN 
CABINET AND AGITATOR. 


Important Amendment to the Repression Bill to be 
Offered by Irisn Members and Accepred by the 
Government — Michael Davitt Explaims 
How Peace May be Secured, 


Lonppx, May 22.—In the house of common 
to-day, Mr. Gladstone, replying to Patrick 
Martin, member fcr the country of Kilnenny, 
stated that he had seen the resolution of the 
Irish judges against the suppression of triul 
by jury, but he was bound to say that the 
government had carefully considered the mat- 
ter before the resolution was formed, and 
that the repression’ bill contains 
their deliberate conclusions, Mr, 
Trevylan, chief secretary for Ireland, 
replying to Mr. Redmond, member for New 
Ross, said that O’ Mahoney, a suspect, is not 
an American citizen, and has not been pre- 
vented from writing to Mr. Lowell, the United 
States minister. The government, he de- 


clared, have not offered O'Mahoney, or any 
American citizens, money to quit the coun- 
try. Mr. Gladstone announced that to-mor- 
row he would move that the repression bill 
have precedence over all other business until 
its consideration is concluded. He said if he 
finds: that it is necessary, he will after- 
wards ask precedence for the ar- 
rears of rent bill. Mr. Parnell 
gave notice that he would move to-morrow 
that Gladstone’s resalution in regard to the 
repression bill shall also apply to the arrears 
bill. Mr. Gladstone then moved the second 
reading of the arrears bill. The house was 
very crowded when he made his motion. Mr. 
Gladstone said it is impossible to compel 
people to borrow, therefore the money sup- 
plied by the government must be a gift. He 
stated that there are five hundred 
and eighty-five thousand tenants’. in 
Ireland paying ander thirty pounds 
rent (Griffith’s valuation) and of these two 
hundred thousand are excluded frome The 
benefits of the land act by being in arfears. 
This, he said, must be remedied. He admit- 
ted that the proposal wa; extraordinary, but 
so was the state of Ireland. Mr. Schlater 
Booth, conservative, moved an amend- 
ment declaring it is inex pedi- 
ent to charge the consolidated 
fund with any payment for arrears except in 
the form ofa loan. He described the goyern- 
ment’s plan ascommunistic and demoralizing. 
He said it was an evil precedent, and most 
objectionable in view of the Scotch and Eng- 
lish farmers, who suffered as much as the 
Irish farmers. 
THE IRISH PROGRAMME. 

At a meeting of the Irish parliamentary 
party to-day, over which Mr. Parnell presided, 
the secretary was directed to telegraph all 
the absentees to attend the sessions of the 
house of commons to oppose the repression 
bill. Messrs. Parnell, Seton, Healy, Leahy 
and Dillom were appointed a committee to 
draft amendments to the bill. This signifies a 
strenuous resistance on the part of the Irish 
members to the bill.

The Adherents of Arabi Bey Preparing for Resist- 
ance to Foreign Iuterveation. 


Paris, May 22.—Intelligence has been re- 
ceived from Berlin that Germany and other 
powers have favorably received the com muni- 
cations of England and France regarding the 
naval demonstration in Egyptian waters. The 
sultan has intimated that he will abstain from 
any military preparations connected there- 
with, beyond sending some men-of-war to 
Alexandria. A dispatch from Cairo says the 
ministry are making strenuous efforts to ob- 
tain the support of the notables 
in inaugurating a policy of _ resist 
ance. The admirals of the English 
and French squadrons have no orders what 
ever, except to protect Europeans, which they 
will be utterly unable to do in the event oi 
resistance, asit would be easy to destoy the 
shipping from the land and ruin the city be- 
fore the allied fleet could seize a single port. 
It is represented here that the English and 
French governments are mistaken if they 
think that Arabi Bey will be frightened into 
yielding at Cairo by the presence of iron clads 
at Alexandria. Arabi Bey’s adherents assert 
that Arabi can count upon the army, and 
that he means to fight. The khedive’s ad- 
herents are calm.

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ARE WE BRETHKEN? 


THE QUESTION BEFORE THE GEN- 
ERAL ASSEMBLY. 


The Calm of Mondsy Morning—The Case of the Mem- 
phis Colored Man— Report of the Committee on 
Formgen Correspendence—An Arima ed 

Debate on Both Sides of the Question. 


A profusion of tlowers filled the First Pres- 
byterian church with their aroma, as the 
commissioners, with the calmn_ born of 
Sabbath reflection, shone upon their faces. 
The attendance was rather meagre, but as 
business progressed the number increased 
until the church was pretty well filled. 
The first buzz of interest was created when 
Dr. Lefevre announced the readiness of the 
judicial committee to report on the case of 
the colored minister in the Memphis pres- 
bytery, but the interest turned somewhat 
int> wonder when the chairman declined 
to ask for a special order, simply request- 
ing that the report be placed upon the docket. 
The great question of the day, 
and, indeed, the great question 
of the entire assembly, was broached when 
Dr. Brown, chairman of the foreign corres- 
pondence committee, announced the readi- 


ness of that body to report. 
THE OPENING OF BUSINESS, 


The opening of religious service was con- 
ducted by Rev. James Stacy, of Newnan, 
Georgia. The report on Tuscaloosa institute 
for colored ministers was read by DrStillman. 
An overture was presented from the presbytery 
of Athens, forthe publication ofa hymn book 
with tnnes. Referred tothe committee on 
publication. Dr. Girardeau, from the com- 
mittee on foreign missions, desired to make a 
partial report. A meeting of the assembly 
was requested for 8 o'clock at night, at which 
Rev. Drs. Leighton, Wilson, Pratt and others 
would speak. On motion of Dr. Lefevre the 
request was agreed to. Dr. Girardeau then 
announced that there were many demands 
upon the treasury, in consequence of wihichba 
collection would be taken upat the same 
time. Dr. Bryan made a partial report from 
the committee on home missions. Ue asked 
that Tuesday night be set apart for the con- 
sideration of the question, and on his request 
it was resolved thata collection should be 
taken upfor this purpose also. Dr. A. P. 
Smith, from the committee on publication, 
moved that Wednesday night should be set 
apart for the consideration of the publication 
interests of the church, and that a collection 
te taken up in connection with this subject 
Lefevre called for ae di- 
of the question, as they were 
rather overdoing the business of col- 
lections. So ordered, and on _ vote the 
meeting was ordered to be held, but the col- 
jection was not to be taken up. Dr. Lefevre 
desired to present the ng 7h of the judicial 
comimitiee. Stated Clerk Wilson interrupted 
with a paper which he desired to present. It 
was for the appointment of E.G. Peyton and 
S. F. Massengill to act as commissioners of 
the Inslee fund. Dr. Lefevre then proceeded 
with his report. It related to the appeal from 
the Memphis presbytery regarding the right 
of a colored minister to a seat In the presby- 
tery. The committee reported a plan by 
which the assembly should take up and vote 
upon the question by sections. The report 
was received. Dr. Lefevre then explained 
that he would not ask to have the question 
made a special order, as his experience had 
taught him that special orders only served to 
clog other business of equal importance. He 
therefore asked that the report be placed on 
the docket to take its place in its regular 
order. That direct'on was ordered. 

FRATERNAL KELATIONS, 

Dr. Brown, chairman of the committee on 
foreign correspondence, submitied: the fol- 
lowing report: 

The committee on foreign corespondence report 
to the generdl assembly that five overtures have 
been placed in their hands, viz: from the presby- 
teriesof Abington, Atlanta, Hoistoa, —_ Ala- 
bamaand Maryland. Alsoa resoluuon Glered by 
Rey. A W. Pitzer, D. D. The objece of all these 
overtures, With some slight diflerence in their 
forms of eX press i, IS he same, phey desire and 
respectfully request (his general assemibiy lo e€s- 
tablisi fuily acd formaliy what are called ‘‘fra- 
ternal relauous’ wiih the general ussenrvly of the 
Presbyterian churh of the United states of Amer- 
ica, by sending forihwith a delegaie or deie- 
gates to that body, uow itn session at SpringQeld, 
ill. The resoiution referred lo proposes daisy, Unat 
such de:egation shall ceuvey au expicssion of “ot 
Willingness to co-operate with that body, ws fur as 
practicable, in the work of hume aud forcign evan- 
gelizavion.’’ 

Alter tue most careful consideration your com- 
mittee have been able tu give to ihe weighty mat- 
ters involved, they recommend to the assembly tie 
adoption of the iuliowing paper: 

Wiuite the gevcral assezxabiy might restrict its an- 
swer te these overiures and the resolution, bya 
genecai reference to the action of former assemblies 
on ihe same suvject, it may be proper to state il 
somewhat fuily, mot only out of regard to the 
sourees from which these papers emanate, but as 
useful to a right understanding of the mat- 
terin haud. It is our deliberate judgment that 
to accede to the requests aforesaid would 
not be a meusure suitable in ilself, nor would it 
minister to the edification of our church; asd this 
judgment is sustained by the followiug reasons: 

l. Beealuse it Would be inconsistent with the posi- 
tion taken by our church—a position thoroughly 
cousidered aud thorvughly establéshed. 

lu ls74 @ Cowimittee Was appoiuted by our assem- 
biv, ai the request of the northern assembly, to 
couter fully with a committee of that body ‘‘con- 
celnivg the removal of those causes which have 
herewiore prevented fraterual relations between 
thetwo churebes.”’ When these two commitiees 
met in Baltimore iu January, 1575, and the commit- 
tee of the nurthern assembly was requested to slate 
What measure they proposed for’ healing 
our divisions they auswered: “We 
low propose that your committee join 
with us in reecommending to our respecuye 
general assemblies the interchange of delegates, 
thus récognuiziug each other as corresponding 
bodies.’’ 1 

This our committee refused to do, and it was pre- 
cisely upon this poiut and the principle involved 
init that the whole design of conference failed to 
agree. in accordance with the language used by 
our general assembly as late as last year, “it never 
has been with our church a question whether we 
should not, in seme form, ackuowledge a Christian 
brotherhood with the northern Presbyterians. More 
Catholic and Christian s-niiments towardsall evan- 
gelical churches, mure especially those of the Pres- 
byteriau order. are no Where tw be found than in 
our miuutes of 1861 and 1865. But the question 
simply is as to the form and extent of the acknowl- 
edgement. This stax ment is estabiished by well 
known facts: 

1. At the close of the war, when brethren of the 
Noithern church were presentin oursynods and 
preshyteries, they were invited to set as corresoond- 
ing members. 

2 As soon as 4 Christian salutation was sent by 
their assembly, it was unanimously reciprocated. 
But 
3. In 1876, and subsequently, we declined a pro- 
posal for an interchange of delegates, which would 
recognize each other as corresponding bodies on the 
distinct ground that thts hasalways been r garded 
as the must manifestand visible consummation, and 
the most complete evidence cf such relations. Like 
the sending of ambassadors between nations, this 
interchange of delegates carries with it the tullest 
significance of fellowship, aud we dectined it unless 
our aggrievauces should first be removed. : 

This proposition has been confirmed by theaction 
of the assemblies of 1875, 1876, 1877, 1878 and 1581. 
To accede, then, to the requests now presented, 
would be vothing less than asurrender of this po- 
sition. Having becn most carefully taken, and its 
right{ulness reaffirmed so deliberately and repext 
ediy, it should not be yielded now except under 
most controlling considerations. 

And this intruduces a second reason for not grant- 
ing the request here referred to, viz: 

2. Because the position aforesaid was right and 
proper. If it was wrong, no considerations of con- 
sistency are worthy of regard fora moment. The 
only upright way of dealing with acknowledged 
wrong is to confess it, and as far as ible to re- 
pai it. But as to the righteousness of our position, 
we may safely refer: 1. tothe fact that we have 
neverin asinugle instance assumed an aggressive 
attitude towards the Northern Presbyterian church, 
but on the contrary have explicitly declared 
*“‘no grievances experienced by us,  how- 
ever real, would justify us in acts of 
aggression, Or ® Spirit of malice against 
any branch of Cbrist’s visibie kingdum.’’ 

(2) To the fact that no instance is known to usin 
store times in which one part of the denomina- 
tion of Christians has heaped upon another such 
extreme and odious accusations, ‘extending as they 
do to heresy and blasphemy.’’ 

(3) To the fact that any retraction, even the least, 
has not on! paprines unoffered, but-has been re- 

atedly refused. 

P The aun of time changes many things, but can 
make no change whatever in such a record of asper- 
sions. If true, we are not worthy of their confi- 
dence and respect. If untrue, Christian honor, 
mauliness and truth require them to be withdrawng

3. A third reason for not aé¢ceding to this request 
ia because it would inflict a evous wound u 
the bosom of eur own church Even supposing t| 
could be agreed to hold in abeyance the considera- 
tions already presented—to wave the whole ques- 
tion of consistency and of right—there is, to say the 
least, a great multitude in our communion, and 
among our vere best people who would feel deeply 
aygricved by the step pro . They have in- 
teusely sympathized with our beloved church in alb 
her sorrows and trials, and when’ our general as- 
sembly bas through all these trying times vindi- 
cated her Christian honor against the aspersions of 
her assailanis, they have rejoiced to recugnize in it 
the protection of their own. Will the time evor 
come when that proveciion shall fail? Can the 
sending of delegates ty the northern assembly fur- 
ish anv compensation for the intliction of such an 
injury upon ocurown body? 

n reiereuce to tL.e co-operation suggested in the 
work of foreizn aud home evangelization, it may 
be auswered: ; 

As to co-operation in the foreign field, our 
assembly of last year, in response to our Presbyte- 
riau alliance, has placed that whole subject in the 
most favorable attitude looking to sueh cevopera- 
tion as may be found practicable with all the * Re- 
formed churches,’’ 

2. In reference to the work of home evangeliza- 
tion, this assembly does herby declare its readiiess 
to co-operate, in every way which may be found 
prente and judicious, with all of the ‘Ke- 
ormed churches’ in the undertaking which we 
are ow struggling to advance, but with efforts and 
means so utterly inadequate to its vastness and im- 
portance. Werefer to the work of building up a 
separate Presbyterian church of the colored people, 
accordiug to the policy accepted by all Evangelical 
denominations in the southern states, and in gei- 
eral more earnestly desired by the population of 
African descent themselves than by any other. 

Finally, the general assern bly deems the present 
occasiou suitable to counsel all the members of our 
beloved eharch to cherish sentiments uf brotherly 
kindness and charity towards their brethren of the 
Presbyterian church of the United S:ates of Amer- 
ica (as, indeed, towards their fellow Christians 
every where), and to co operate with them, as far as 
practicable, in every good work; thus manifesting 
to the world the great «ruth that, notwithstanding 
the imperfectious and divisions in the chureh of 
Christ, chere is still a unity and a communion of 
saints which is of priceless value. 

THE DEBATE OPENED, 

Mr. P. Fairly, of Mississippi, moved to re- 
ceive and adupt th: report. Dr. Pitzer sug- 
gested to the chairman of the committee that 
there were two minds in the body as tothe 
differences of the past. Although the report 
did not come up to the measure of what he 
and his friends wanted, yet for the sake of 
peace, he would be content if the committee 
would eliminate from the report the embod- 
ied “‘reasons” and thus let the report be 
unanimous. This, in connection with the 
telegrams sent would cover the case. We 
should make for peace, and for that purpose 
he moved that the ‘‘reasons’’ be omitted from 
the report. Dr. Brown thought that, coming 
from Dr, Pitzer, the proposition was very 
strange. Soardent was Dr. Pitzer for the 
sending of delegates and early action, that he 
endeavered to anticipate the regular order by 
his resolution now before the committee. If 
the telegrams were sullicient did he not know 
that then as well as now. He defended the 
reasons embodied in the report. The charac- 
ter of the overtures in favor of fraternal 
relations were such as to demand an 
elaborate reply in order to give a correct idea 
of the matter at issue. The granting of the 
overtures would be a surrender of principle. 
Dr. Dubose favored striking out, as it was the 
path to peace. The paper, as presented, 
means irritation and argument. He moved 
to recommit the reporr, that the necessary 
alterations might be made. Dr. Lefevre took 
the floor, and entered into a long argument, 
in which he particularly insisted that the 
third reason should be sustained. He was 
willing to let the dead past bury its dead, and 
recognized the fact that we havea right to 
surrender our rights if by so duing good may 
result; but though we surrender the right we 
may still hold to the principle. A question 
involved in this controversy is wuether we 
shall have formal relations with other re 
ligious bodies at the expense of the fraternal 
relations of our Own members. Presbyterians 
from the south divide off into the northern 
churches when they go to Baitimore, so that 
we are carrying our burdens alone. All of us 
should be willing to carry our difficulties 
into- the the grave with us, but 
let it not be with dishonor. 
Therefore, he wanted especially tiie third 
reason to be retained. Dr. Pitzer said that 
fourteen years ago with two persons be met in 
a Washington room, and organized a church 
Which now stands 13th in a list of 1,900. 
Councils have erred, peopie have erred, we 
ourselves have our share. <A great part of life 
passes in rectifying error. ‘There are those 
who claim to be the special custodians of the 
church. “Confederate brigadiers coming to | 
Washington do not tind = any prin- 
cipte SO deep as tO prevent 
them: from constant atteudance on northern 
ehurehes. The action of the general assem- 
bly of 1870, refusing to send delegates, was a 
yreat blunder. The northern ussembiy oi 
1873 bad declared null and void all leyistation 
reflecting upon the southern church— 

Dr. Farris—Where wis thit ussembly in sese 
sion? 

Dr. Pitzer—Baltimore. In the past we bave 
had differences. They are gone. The report 
speaks of the reconciliation #s a matter simply 
of ‘form and extent’’—notessence. Then let 
that form be removed. Dr. Brown taunts me 
with inconsistency. For peace [ was willing 
to yield. The northern churci is nearer to 
us than any other. Itissoundin the ‘faith 
once delivered to the saints.”” 1 believe in the 
Holy Catholic church— 

Dr. Lefevre—And in 
saints. 

Dr. Pitzer—And in the communion of saints. 

Dr. Lefevre—Putin a comma, don’t put in 
a semi-colon. 

Dr. Pitzer further pleaded for unity. 

Dr. Richardson, of Virginia, said the second 
of the reasons in the report contained lan- 
guage which he would be slow to adopt even 
if true. ~He was in full sympathy with Dr. 
Lefevre. : ga 

Mr. S. F. Tenney, of Texas, said: 
1?We, too, in Texas fee t)#t! cur assembly refuses 
fraternal relations it lays a heavy burden upon us— 
heavier than that which our bretbren in Baltimore 
bave felt. A day or two ago I happened tv meet oa 
the streets here a gentleman who bad just arnmved 
trom (¢xus—one that I am sure is truly southern in 
his feclings, and one who is a Presbyterian o1 influ- 
ence ii an influential centre in Texas. Keferring 
to this questiva he said, “If our assembly refuses to 
adopt fraternal relations we had just as well quit 
trying to keep up our church work in Texus.”’ 
Said he: “Presbyterians come into our com- 
munity and not sympathizing with the atutude of 
oureburch on this question, refuse to unite with us 
and gointo the Cumberland church has uo contro- 
versy of the kind. And so we cannot get &@ mitis- 
ister and support him in ourchurch. A few hours 
afterwards, perhaps, I meta prominent citizen of» 
this place, who is also a Presbyterian that suffered 
persecution in the day of our trials, Speaking of 
this matter 1 said to him, ‘‘We need fraternal Tela- 
tionsin our work in Texas"’ ‘'Yes,’’ said he ‘‘and 
we need it herein Atlanta. Many Presbyterians 
come shere, who, not liking the attitude of 
our church on this question, refuse to unito with 
our churches and are lost to us.’’ The principal 
objection that has been made to to our adoptings’ 
fraternal relations is that it might cause division 
in our church. In my judginent this danger is 
mostly imaginary. There may be a few brethren 
among us who are so intense in their feeling that 
that if this assembly should adopt fraternal rela- 
tions, they would secede from us, but in all 
eegpee that number is very limited—proba- 

ly would not reach a half dozen ministers, and a 
smaller number of churches. But this matter of divis 
ion may workin two ways) While a few mimisters 
and churches may be driven off from us by the 
adoption of fraternal relations, is there not danger, 
as we have had it almostintimated on this floor, 
that if we refuse to grant the requests in these over- 
tures from our presbyteries, and this desire of our 
people for frarernal rel@ions, we shall, by this re- 
fusal, drive off from us& much larger number of 
our ministers and churches? Nay, we are every 
day driving off members from our churches by our 
unfraternal attitude towards our northern breth- 
ren! Aud I warn you, sir, and thisassembly, most 
sulemnly against refusing this desire ef 
our ple for fraternal relations, 
lest by so doing you produce division in our 
church, and drive off many ministers, churches,, 
and members, from this assembly. 

Mr. Moderator, there are two sides to this ques- 
tion, as in most controversses, Afterall, when you 
realize itand get to the bottom of the whole mat- 
ter, the difference between ourselves and our 
northern brethren is based upon a _ political differ- 
ence between us, We at the south honestly and 
conscientiously. thought that our states had the 
constitutional right to secede. And when the state 
seceded we Presbyterians conscientiously though 
we were. and. “obe ng

are just as conscientious as we are in ho'ding their 
opinions? It is absurd to suppose that we only are 
conscientious in this controver-y, and that our 
northern brethren are not. This assembiy J do not 
believe will tuke this ground. The 
people of the north houestly believe 
—at least many of them—tbat tne states had no 
constitutional right to secede. And believing this, 
northern rresbyterians thought we did wrung in 
following eur states in secessivu and obeying them 
as “the powers that be.’’ Tirese northern Presby- 
ierians were conscientious in this, and, believing 
that we were wrong. they said sume pretty hard 
things against us—things which srill stand upon 
their records, aud things which | think a manly 
course requires them to retract, but they canuot 
conscientiously see that, holding the politi- 
cal views thev do, they ought to this 
retraction—at least not more so than they have 
doue. Anditseems tome thatthey have apolo- 


gized, andilam satisfied with their apulogy as 
suflicient. 


Now, in order to harmonize this assembly, J pro- 
ose the following paper asasubstitute for; br. 

*itzer’s amendmefhiand forthe report of the com- 
mittee on foreign correspondence. 

‘Resolved, Lihat thisassembly, while not receding 
from its position as heretofore taken in protesting 
ayainst certain grievances which we claim to have 
been inflicted upon us by the northern Presbyte- 
rian assembly, aud while wedv not think they 
have dove all that they ought to 
have done toward removing these — griev- 
ances, yet we do not now agree to send a delegate 
or delegates, to bear our fraternal greetings to the 
northern Presbyterian assembly now in session at 
Springtield, 1., and are now ready to. co-operate 
with them in the work of home and foreign evan- 
gelization.’’ 

Mr. Brown, of Virginia, represented a pres 
bytery—the Lexington—in Virginia, which 
was encrusted in Presbyterianism—*the stal- 
wart of the stalwarts’’—aand which liad pro- 
tested against the opening of fraternal mes- 
sages. Naturally imbibed with these senti- 
ments, yet the more 1 think of it the more 
an. Jf impressed that this intermin- 
able quibbling should — cease. The 
report admits that fraternity  exist- 
extept as to “form.” Then brush that form 
awiy. We Compromise no principle in ex- 
tending this form: a littie further.- There are 
rights on both sides. I was with Lee—a rebel 
who never surrendered—as such I want this 
quibbling to stop. There is a large and in- 
creasing membership who think itshouldstop. 
Presbyterianisin is injured by our course, 
Professor WW, Ww. Lumpkin, of Athens, sald: 
“My heart is fall with Dr. Pitzer’s resolution. 
I mingle with the people, and as one of the 
people, I look with astonishment that the 
Presbyterian church is divided when even poli- 
ticians have shaken hands over the bloody 
chasm. I revere the past, but when I have a 
question to setile I look to the future. We 
are allowed to commune, but not to frater- 
nize. J] love old Georgia. She has honored 
my family ahead of me. As a Georgian, 
speaking for Georgians, 1 want fraternity. 
We have both said hard things, but the time 
for action has come. Letthe werm hand of 
fraternity proclaim us brethren. 

Rey. E. C. Gordon, from the Montgomery 
presbytery, said, that, surrounded by Presby- 
terian stalwartisin, as were his people, they 
were, nevertheless, prepared for fraternity. 
He read from the reeords to show that south- 
ern Presbyterian bodies had madeuse of some 
strong language—ore notable expression 
being that they had ‘“‘taken the crown from 
the master’s head and tied it to C@sar’s chariot 
wheels.”” Both sides had something to forget. 

Dr. Bryson was in accord with Dr Gordon. 
If the northern assembly had: said bard 
things, ‘‘forgive,’’ said he, ‘forgive, forgive!” 
The past is not now the question with us—it 
‘igof the present, If we adopt a recital of 
grievances it will pain me, no matter how 
trué it may be. ‘Such a paper as the one be- 
fore us will neversettle 
gravate them. Fraternal relations would be 
at-an-end. —Ouer-own skirts are not clear. 

Dr. Farris sustaiped™ the resiorf. He went 
into a long history of the reasons standing in 
theway of the miri@usOVertures for fraternity. 
A €¢li known ,¢lef@y man—he wenld not ‘call 
his name—had said to him; .‘:T bere are two 
parties in our general assembly who want 
you in—the one for discipline, the other for 
Pdodtrisié’? > ? ; 

Dr. ; Lefeyré (interrajting—I know wko 
fou ied ‘He said the” sime thing to me. 

Dr. Farris—“Stay ~where you are” ‘was his 
admonition. * Resohttions~ were onct intro- 
Cuageth iD the: portheéetn Gssethbly which would 
have been acceptable. Dr. Marquis had in- 
troduced them, but Dr. Van Dyke squelched 
them. 

Dr. Lefevre—It was Dr. Nicholls. 

Dr. Farris—The time to which I refer it 
was Dr. Van Dyke—but I dont want the re- 
porters to get this. 

The moderator—You may be sure that 
they will get itnow. 

Dr. Farris—Well, at another time Dr 
Nicholls made a genuine bloody shirt Speech, 
which secured the defeat of all conciliatory 
amendments. These facts were adduced to 
show that among some ruling mindsin that 
church there was @ design in the wording of 
their messages toward the south. He believ- 
ed, however, that the body of the people 
were all right if it their voice could be heard. 
Who now holds the hatchet up? We were de- 
clared heretics because we took the Bible 
position on the question of slavery. We 
advocated obedience to lawfully constituted 
authority. A contrary doctrine would bring 
about a reign of hell. That good old man, 
Mr. McFeeters, lies in his grave at St. Louis, 
branded by the northern church as a hetetic. 
The old war horses in the north are in a way 
of fraternity.
